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TRANSLATION OF A LETTER TO THE SSCRSTARI-GASRAL 


OF THE NETHERLANDS MINISTRY OF JUSTICE. 


Amsterdam, 15th March, 1343, 


The undersigned, all members of the Court of Amsterdam, express 
their feeling to you Sir, that the present situation, where a large number 
of persons coniemed by Netherlands tribunals, undergo their punisheent 

| or part of their pumisiment in the prison a ÁO or in a prison 
Camp in Germany, should not be continued any longer. 

It is generally know that the treatment af those persona, 

“especially the ones imprisoned in the camps at Ommen, is very unsatiafaotory 
ወጠ. oontrary to the rules laid down in our Code of Penal procedure, hook V, 
title 1, 23rd paracraph, and to the law setting out the principles of the 

prison system, and to the decree concerning the prisons. 

The undersijmod do not deem themselves bound to go into detail 
in this letter with regard to the intolerable treatment of which the 
persons in the said camps are the victims, several complaints about that 
having already reached you. They think it sufficient to point out the 
alarming amount መ deaths and the number of persons being treated in 
different hospitals in the country and in the sick-quarters at Ommen, 
who have been, or still are, in the said camps, amongst whom many cases 


of undernourishment, - even hunser=oedena - and signs of serious ill-treatment

As loyal members of the judioiary following their duty, honour 
and conscience, they think it necessary to declare expressively that if

The Netherlands Government has informed the Swedish Goverment,

The oourt 
which pronounced the verdict denied the accused the status of “military 
interneos". However, the above-mentioned artiolés of the Geneva Convention 
stipulate that prisoners of war can not be deprived of their status 
as such without their consent. Their status as prisoners of war entitles 
then to certain special privileges with regard to their prosecution, Therefore 
they cannot be arbitrarily released fram interment in prisoners of war ۵ 
for the purpose of re~arresting them afterwards as plain civilians and 
subjecting them to a special trial for contraventions canmitted before they 
were made prisoners of war or re-arrested as such. The Netherlands Goverment 
has no reason whatsoever to assume that these persons, knowing their pending 
prosecution or even without any knowledge thereof, would voluntarily allow 
themselves to be transported to a prison in the Netherlands. CS 





It follows fram the foregoing that these officers were still 
enjoying prisoner of war status at the moment of their trial. This implies 
that the German authorities should have observed the articles of the Geneva 
Convention with respect to judicial proceedings against prisoners of wer, 
Article 60 of the Convention specifically prescribes that the detaining 

shell advise the protecting power before the opening oi & judicial 
proceeding concerning any prisoner of war. The üwedith Goverment, which 
is proteoting the Netherlands interests, has received no such cammnication. 


The Netherlands Goverment has directed me to bring this new
